In faet, |
there has beon, aud even now so mwuch
being said about him, votil there is a

rentiment  ereated against him, so
deeply =atorated with a foeling of

Liasness on the part of some of our
white neivhbors, as to make good and
respeetable colored people feel strange;
even to feel that their lives aro en-
dangered.

To this there is no need of special
veference, as a proof, foralready there :
Vinger in the minds of good white peo- !
ple, ag well as some not 50 good, the
fact of things done to the negro to
warrant the assertion as being perfect-
1y reasonable,

With all these threatening forebod-
ings, men and women of intelligent
minds have been moved to think and
varcefully investigate to learn the real
cause of the moral sense and dignity
of the State, and yen, even of the
County, being put in a quiver. This
commotion #eeing to be an outeome, in
part, of the condition of the negro
racc as amass, which coodition is al-
most wholly unsatisfactory tosuperior
races in refinement and civilization.
This fact is too obvious for denial,
and those of the negro race, who ean
seo and Fnow this, out of & sense of
justie to all concerned. should admit
it.

However, in my doing this, it is not
my purpose to plead guilty to all the
charges with which the negro is
charged, nor to concede that all the
indignities heaped upon the negro are
just. It iy, however, o matter of deep
regrel to every true man that there is
any reason for complaint. For my
part, I hope to see thinzs as they are
and deal with them accordingly. In
doing this, wmy race proclivities, es-
pecially those growing out of wy
prejudices, will not be consulted. For
it is fully vealized that the anly hape
beft for my race is a firm stand Por the
right and an inviveible and irresisti-
ble war against cverything that tends
to keep us down or works injury to
the eomnmon good of the country.

Many places have boen wentioned
as the place for the first battle. Dt
it is my opinion that the first attack
should be made on mauy of the negro
Lhames. Many of them guing
wrong, and it is from this souree that
the greater proportion of wersd taint
comes, which enecireles iself in the
maral vein, and thereby tainting cyorg
tissue in the wmoral structure of the
negro race. The deathly contents from
this direction are so large in volume
and so very broad in their cirenlation
as to very

nre

scriously affect the howme
and lives of those whose wotive and
conduct are in high Lkeeping with the
most lofty ideas of right. The ap
pearance of such a mevacing influcnce
should stimulate the thinkivg men and
women of the race to vigorous action.
The literal ineaning of the word home
makes it n central factor in all that
materially concerns man in this world,
and will have mueh to do with him in
the world to come. T.ae existenee uf
home is an ordering of Provideoce, in
which providential act is*declared the
recognition of wan as an intelligent |
being. and as such 15 superioy to all
sther animals.,

Therefere, the prop-
“rly arranged home is the bigsest in
stitution in the world. It is 2 monar-
chy in the moral. social and religions
world, holding the reins of State,
Church, society and legislative bodies
in its hands. When occasions demand
it orders Legislatures and Parliaments !
to convene to enact laws for its pro-
tection. It holds at its command the
servants of this land, from President
do'wn to the smallest district sheriff,
And to resist a foe who would dare to
invade this sacred castle to harm, all
may be summoned to enforee laws and
uphold her sovereign right. 'There
should be no surprise at the words of
the poet, “There is no place like
home.” Another great poet, as he
sat in the quict solitude contemplating
the stormy trials of life. when upon
his view bursted the glorious antici-
pation of a future resting place, andin
all the wide realm of words before his
eyes none were so suitable to the ex-
pressing of his hope as these: “Jeru-
salem, my happy home: name ever
dear to me,”’ &c. Some may say that
States, Churches and socicty generally
make home, but not so. Society, the
State and the Church are all offsprings
of the home, and the character and
general makenp of the home will de-
termine the character and complexion
of all. Thesameistrueof races. This
being true, the home should be the pur-
est placeonearth.

There you can see young negro men
staggering over women io their whis-
key. There you oan sce them stand-
ing over young women and mothers
cursing. There you will sce on the
outride of their clothes pistoly, as
though they were going to war. Do
you not sce some fellow a little dis-
tance away sellinz liquor? Can't you
sce them passing to and from like bees
to a hive? Some one is about full
now. He comes up and raises a row.
The cowardly wreteh draws a pistol,
and then see womcen running, carrying
their children in their arms, seream-
ing as they go.  All of this tells me
that some homes are going wrong.
Well, some one may say that white
people do that, too. Tt is true thut
there are some tough cases in that
rave, and, in faet, all races have some
chaff. But, brother, our number of
ruflians is too large.  And grant that
some yvoung white men cut up. They
have the money to employ luwyers.

As a matier of course the dewand
for lumber for the 1wpuwerable uses
to which it 13 put wuat be supplied,
but this can be castly done wihout
any real iujury to our forests, provid-
ed that only the ripe or fully grown
trees were used and o little intelhgent
eare be given to the young trees that
would Epring up 1u the places of the
ooes that wers vut duwn

UTuquestivnably the most destructive
ageut to our forests has been the tur:
pentine distilleries, for, in addition to
rutniug the timber, they iwmpoveirish
the laud to sueh un exteut a8 o very
much retard the growth of the younyg
trees thut staud up io the open pluces
Even when the treesare vou killed
outright by tapping, they are 1o great-
er dupger of being ruiued by tire, and
even if thuy ercape destruction 10 iy
way and uare evnverted tuto luwber, 1t
is inferior i every way, bth io
streogth and duratilinyg, to t e lumber
made from the nubuxed trees,

The saw el is vut really so injuri
ous to the forests, as only the lurae
trees are used, the main irouble wich
tuem being that so many pios forests
huve been deprived of their woste val
uable trees without any adequate cot-
petisation we the owner of the land,
bewng practically sold avaboue the cost
of suwing,

Auvother great souree of de=truction
is the bhbit of allowing tenunts to de-
story piue forests in order that they
may half cultivace the land and make
a hundred or two pounds of eotton, or
three or four bushiels of corn per acr,
the whole erop being worth a preat
deal less than the standing trees,

The truth of the watter is that our
timber re-ources were orviginally =o
great that they were resarded as inex
hanstible, and ia accordance with this
belief were valued in proportion, thou-
sands of aeres of our fiuest timbered
Lauds beive sold for a mere fraction of
their velue and that teo, in many
cuses, by owners who were not forced
to sell and who ought to have known
better than to bave parted with their
valuable possessions for a mere song.
This inexcusable sacrifice has been
natable especially in the ease of swamp
lands that have often sold at less price
per aere than the value of one large
cypress tree.

Iiven at the present time timber syu-
dieates are hnying up all of our avail-
able timber lands at a very low price,
and that, top. with aniron-clad ar-
rangewent that puts the awner of the
land entircly at their merey, the con-
traet being that the buyer has all the
time he wishes for the removal of the
trees, virtually giving him ahsclne
control of the land for as lane jperiag
as he chooses to hold it,

The presence of large forests has a
considurabiv effect on the temperature,
making it warmerin winter and cooler
in summer thano it would be were the
forests destroyed. 'The northers that
make the elimate of Texas so unpleas-
ant and the tervible blizzardstha. are
so prevalent on the trecless plains of
the northwestern States are due almost
entirely to the absence of timber;
there being absolutely nothing to
break the forece of the wind, Were
there no forests in South Carolina the
thermomerter wonld show at least 20
or 2b degrees greater rauge in the tom-
perature; that is, from extreme heat to
extremo cold.

The kingdom of Suxony, with about
one-third the area of Soath Carolina.
casily supports a population of nearly
5,000,000 people, aund this, too, despite
the faot that two-fifths of the whole
land area is reserved forforests. Tho
forests, instead of being an expense,
arc a source of considerable revenue,
to say nothing of the good they ac-
complish in improving the climatic
and atmospheric conditions of the
country. The same rule, with very
little variation, prevails throughout
the whole of Germany.

In Spain the timber has been de-

stroyed, with no attempt to-replaceit;-

the consequence heing that it formerly

supported a much larger population’

than it does at the present day. **

In Germany things aro not lefe to
chance, but all the State lands are in

charge of expert foresters and the pro-

Gen. Joe Wheeler, who for a time
Jumped abont the country tooting the
praise of MeKinley's policy of imperial-
istm, has heen sinbbed in the Philip-
pines by Gen. Otis and, according to
cable wdviees f'rom Hong Kong, hLe
wishes to b ordered back home, It
will be remembered that Gen, W heeler
Was very anxions to take the field in
the Philippines, and finally his impor-
tuning resulted in the President in-
structing him ta procecd to Manila and
report to Major ien, Otis.  ‘I'ho press
had mueh to sy about the good work
Gen, Wheeler would do when he tool:
the fiecld against the Filipinos. It was
generally understood from the Wash-
ington dispatehes that Wheeler would
be given the command of Funston’s
brigade and participate in the active
operations of Lawton and MacArthur
as soon as the dry season commenced.
1t appears, however, that upon his ar-
rival at Manila he met with a chilling
reception.  I'ere was no field band at
the landing place to hail his coming
with martial music, but, on the con-
trary, Gen. Otis exhibited the marble
beart and extended the iey hand; in
other words, he was, to use language
of diplomacy, persona non grata to the
entire military outtit at Manila uand
was treated as an interloper.

Gen. Wheeler for weeks wanted to be
assigned to a command, and at last,
growing impatient, he called on Gen.
Otis in order to ascertain “‘where he
was at.” Ile then learned that he had
been billed for the command of a little
and lonely island of the archinelago,
situated *‘far from the madding crowd’s
ignoble strife.”
